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A Missing Portrait? 


ITH all the brilliant victories 
won by his armies when they 
overran Europe there is more 


than a little irony in the fact 
that the only stamp portraying a scene 
from Napoleon’s wars shows a defeat of 
the “eagles”, a defeat deliberately ar- 
ranged, and which proved a short-lived 
victory for the enemy. 

Turn to Portugal’s Third Independence 
Commemorative set of 1928, Scott’s type 
A95, of which three bicolored stamps 
were issued, a 4c, 16c and 50c. In 1807 
Napoleon had undertaken the conquest 
of the Iberian Peninsula and the two 
claimants to the Spanish throne in cap- 
tivity, Marshal Junot advanced on the 
Portuguese capital, Lisbon, which he en- 
tered in November, the royal court flee- 
ing to Brazil. Portugal being an ally 
of England, an expedition eventually 
sailed to begin the now famous Penin- 
sular War. Landing at Mondego Bay, 
some 160 miles north of Lisbon, the 
army commenced an advance southward 
on August 5th. Junot’s French com- 
mands were scattered, so to gain time 
he sent a skilled tactician, General La- 
borde, with 3500 men to check the Brit- 
ish army of 13,000. At the little town 
of Rolica, about 55 miles north of Lis- 
bon the British were thus enabled on 
August 17th to attack Laborde with 
great numerical advantage and drove 
his army from the field with compara- 
tive ease. The scene on the stamps 
shows the British soldiers attacking with 
bayoneted muskets the French troops, 
the engraving being so excellent that the 
uniforms are easily distinguished. <A 
Portuguese stamp commemorating a 
British victory over the French! The 
victory was brief, for Laborde retreated 
in good order for about a mile, where 
he made a stand on better disposed 
grounds, the battle when renewed proving 
sanguinary. Junot finding himself with 
insufficient forces to maintain himself 
in a hostile country signed an armistice 
with the English and withdrew from 
Portugal, delivering the country on Au- 
gust 30th. Thus the little battle of 
Rolica proved the major military en- 
gagement of this war of independence. 

We might expect to find Napoleon 
Pictured on French stamps, but the 
Nearest France has come to honoring 
its most famous ruler has been to show 
the Arch of Triumph on the 5 franc

stamp of 1931. The massive arch was 
commenced in 1804 but the “man of 
destiny” never saw it completed. Com- 
pleted in 1836, it is today one of the 
sights of Paris, covered with the names 
of victories of the Grand Armies and 
bas reliefs of battles. There is a Na- 





poleon pictured on French stamps, the 
Louis Napoleon, who as President of the 
Second Republic tried to imitate his 
famous uncle by becoming emperor. Here 
the resemblance ends for he proved to 
have little of the military prowess of 
his ancestor, despite his appearing on 
French stamps with a laurel wreath. 

Notre Dame, where Napoleon crowned 
himself and Josephine on Dec. 2nd, 1804, 
appears on the 1930 airmail set and per- 
haps we can be glad that the airplane 
shown over the cathedral was not an 
invention of Napoleonic times. 

Though the Corsican did not himself 
appear on stamps, a number of those 
he honored or defeated or humiliated do 
appear, as well as buildings made fa- 
mous by his presence on historic occa-

sions. Of his generals we find two only, 
neither of which gained much distinction 
in the French ranks. One was a negro, 


Toussaint L’Ouverture, shown on the 
Haitian Independence set of 1904; and 
the other a mulatto, General Alexander 
Dumas, father of the famous novelist, 


who appears with his son and grandson 
on the Haitian 1936 commemoratives. 

Of all the kings created by Napoleon, 
the crowns with one exception have 
disappeared. Today in Sweden rules 
Gustav V, familiar to us on our stamps, 
great-grandson of Marshal Bernadotte, 
who deserted Napoleon in time of need, 
joining the allies in 1813-1814. In justice 
to Bernadotte, he perhaps realized that 
an end must come to the continual war- 
fare. 

Too, of all the monarchies opposing 
Napoleon, only one survives today, Brit- 
ain. Alexander I of Russia stares from 
the Romanoff Terecentenary set of 1913, 
his ally, Emperor Francis II of Austria 
appearing on the 12 heller Austrians of 
1908-10. Even Austerlitz where the two 
rulers suffered their disastrous defeat has 
disappeared, but on the 3.50 koruna 
1936 stamp of the Czech Republic is 
shown the castle where that night of 
December 2nd, 1805, slept the new 
master of all Europe. Its name now is 
Slavkov, but it promises never to forget 
the event which made it scene of one 
of the greatest victories ever achieved 
by any military leader. Francis II’s 
palace of Schonbrunn at Vienna also 
appears in the 1908-1910 set, reminding 
us that there the proud Hapsburgs were 
further humiliated by being forced to 
marry their daughter to the conqueror. 
For a while, just before Austerlitz, the 
palace had been Napoleon’s headquar- 
ters. 

The one ruble value of Russia’s 1913 
set shows the Kremlin, palace of the 
Czars, looted and partly destroyed by 
the Grand Army in 1812 just before the 
disastrous retreat. From it Napoleon 
himself was driven by the fire that laid 
waste the Russian capital, and in re- 
taliation for which he ordered it blown 
up. 

Three persons famous for defeating 
Napoleon are shown on stamps. Nelson 
who ended Bonaparte’s hopes of sea 
power and limited his field to Europe 
by destroying the French fleet, appears 
on the Barbados issue of 1905, and his 
flagship on the Antigua issue of 1932. 
Two negros who defeated and destroyed 
an army intended under Napoleon’s 
brother-in-law to reconquer Haiti, also 
are shown on the 1904 Haiti set—Jean 





Dessalines and Alexander Petion with 
their fellow leader Toussaint.

WREKLY Stamp 


The Louisiana Purchase U. S. set of 
1904 reminds us that Napoleon as the 
lesser of two evils, sold us in 1803 the 
vast and for the greater part unexplored 
Louisiana Territory. Unwilling to let 
the tract fall into British hands and re- 
alizing he could not retain it, he sold it 
to us in the hope that he was creating a 
new rival for Britain among the nations. 
Commissioners Livingston and Monroe 
were somewhat brusquely received by 
the man who hated _ republics,—but 
eventually he agreed to their proposal for 
the reasons given. 

St. Helena, a small and unimportant 
island is well known today only because 
it was the last exile home of the Bona- 
parte “ogre” whom one historian de- 
clared would have been a blessing to 
mankind had he never been born. Its 
stamps make no reference to the famous 
“guest”’—though the landing place at 
Jamestown, the only town, where the 
ex-emperor landed in 1815, is shown. 

Waterloo and Napoleon are two names 
always associated. Victor Hugo, whose 
description of the battle in the novel 
Les Miserables has been acclaimed as 
the best ever written, appears on French 
stamps of recent years. But the crown- 
ing irony of all is the fact that Water- 
loo itself is the scene on a set of Belgian 





stamps, but in name only is there any 
association with the world’s greatest 
battle. Instead of reminding us of the 
carnage of 1815, the stamps of 1932 
were issued for the purpose of saving 
lives! They picture no monument or 
battlefield, instead we see a_ tubercu- 
losis sanatorium, to raise funds for which, 
the stamps were issued! 


George VI Colonials 





As of Dec. 3rd, 389 stamps were on 
order for the Crown Colonies. Those 
of the colonies with sterling currency 
have a face value totalling £26,4/6d 
and the ones for the non-sterling colon- 
ies totalling £11,10/-. Thus, a set of 
values so far on order would cost about 
$190.00 at face value, with some col- 
onies still to be heard from.

ular series, due to the fact that as soon 
as the new regulars begin to appear 
after the New Year, the regular stamps 
in stock will gradually disappear from 
the lists. 


Commemorative stamps still on sale 
at the Agency at this time include the 
Texas, Oregon, Susan B. Anthony, Or- 
dinance of 1787, Virginia Dare, Con- 
stitution, Hawaiian, Alaskan, Puerto 
Rican, and now the Virgin Island ad- 
hesive, in addition to the Army and 
Navy stamps. 


It is suggested that those desiring to 
replenish their Texas and Oregon stamps 
should do so, as it is believed by Your 
Washington Correspondent that they 
will shortly go off sale. 


The Philatelic Agent is not permitted 
to state how much stock is remaining 
on the shelves of any one particular 
commemorative, but the writer knows 
that the P. A. smiled when something 
was mentioned along these lines con- 
cerning the Oregon and Texas stamps. 
And that smile was dangerous. 


The Philatelic Agent stated that 
orders for United States stamps during 
the Christmas tide, is not confined to 
United States purchases, but orders have 
been received from all over the world. 


Several readers of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News and this column have writ- 
ten in asking why the Post Office De- 
partment does not sponsor a stamp com- 
memorating Santa Claus. Mr. Robert 
E. Fellers, chief of the division of stamps 
states that owing to the heavy Christmas 
rush that “bottles” up the Post Office 
all over the country during the Season, 
it would be impossible to issue such a 
stamp at that time. 


Aside from this such a stamp would 
be available for such a short time to be 
of national use. 


It was suggested by one reader that 
the Post Office Department issue the 
Santa Claus stamp in the 1% cent de- 
nomination, which is generally used on 
unsealed Christmas card envelopes.

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Precanceled Commems 


The Philatelic Press, an Iowa paper, 
prints an article criticizing the Post 

Office Dept. for its edict against the 
precanceling of commemorative stamps, 
claiming that precancel collectors would 
otherwise have made every effort to 
have commemoratives used and that in- 
stead of being satisfied with just a single 
and block like most collectors with mint 
stamps, the precancel collector would 
try to get hundreds of copies. As sup- 
posed substantiation of these claims ref- 
erence is made to the 2c Black Harding 
stamp. While it is true that if the gen- 
eral precancelling of commemoratives 
were permitted there would be some 
increase of sales of stamps to collectors, 
we think the line of reasoning in the 
article is a little warped. If this theory 
were put in force that all stamps should 
be sold and manufactured for which 
any sale exists, would not our U. S. col- 
lections be a sorry mess? Following up 
this idea, we would have Farleys every 
week—simply because someone _ stood 
ready to buy some of the darn things. 

As far as the black Hardings being 
examples held up to precancel collector 
and post office, the average collector 
must shudder at the mere thought of a 
return of such an avalanche of entirely 
unnecessary and wildly speculative can- 
cellations, many of rather shady Iowa 
origin. The very manner of precan- 
celing at the various postoffices and the 
ease with which “rare” varieties of in- 
flated value can be manufactured is the 
best argument against letting down the 
bars as the article suggests—or is that 
what the gentleman had in mind? 

Prior to the inauguration of the new 
ruling that all commemorative precan- 
cels should be barred, the department 
had consistently discouraged precancel- 
ing of commemoratives. However, many 
legitimate varieties were used, princi- 
pally from small offices which could 
not keep stocks of regular stamps as 
well as commems and from offices which 
desired to use up stamps not moving very 
well. The Iowa article implies that if 
their scheme were tried that the neces- 
sity of the precanceling of the com- 
memoratives be of very minor import. 
Could the editor be a disciple of one of 
those countries whose stamp issuing 
motto must be “issue all the traffic will 
stand for and then some?” There is 
not one precancel collector in ten who 
would buy favor stuff, but there is no 
doubt a quantity could be unloaded 
(and that’s the word) on the average

san Anthony plate, and 50 subject plates 
of various commemoratives starting with 
the Ic 1934 Parks. As we all know, 
these stamps were actually printed from 
plates four times these sizes, but we 
learn that the Department is printing 
sheets from these special size plates for 
exhibition purposes, and that “none are 
for sale.” 

We do not know who is the author 
of this “issue” of plates but the least 
that can be said is that the issue is en- 
tirely unnecessary. All 15 of these ex- 
hibit plates are flat plates, while of the 
15 stamps they are supposed to exhibit 
(just how is not clear) only six were 
originally issued from flat plates. the 
other nine being printed from rotary 
plates and never having existed until 
now in the flat plate variety. Thus 
these plates contain nine potential new 
major varieties of U. S. stamps and re- 
membering the events of 1935 we are 
thinking just what you are thinking as 
you read this. 

What value are these sheets for any 
exhibit (other than an exhibit of time 
wasted)? These plates are not repre- 
sentative of the plates used to print 
our postage stamps, being of an entirely 
different size. The “stamps” printed 
from them are certainly not fair sam- 
ples of our stamps as regularly issued, 
for the sheets would be different in size 
and layout and the individual “stamps” 
themselves would be different from 
those issued in nine instances. 

There are enough “errors” of current 
and recent issues, floating around whose 
source is hushed and indefinite, fre- 
quently open to suspicion, without leav- 
ing the field wide open to a host of new 
varieties. 

For years, the department has sent 
around to stamp exhibitions various 
frames of alleged stamps, usually claim- 
ed to be of great value and for which 
thorough police protection was request- 
ed. The frames were interesting to 
most of us, being artistic arrangements 
of imperforate specimens of many of 
our stamps—stamps that have never 
been issued, regularly or by error in 
that form. In short, the exhibits con- 
sisted of printers waste—at best proofs, 
but certainly not postage stamps. The 
labels thus exhibited actually had no 
value and police guarding would seem 
superfluous since if anyone did steal 
them, they could never be exhibited in 
a collection, sold to collectors or dealers 
or even used for postage, since the 
source of the stamps would be imme- 
diately obvious upon their appearance 
in philatelic circles. Perhaps we col- 
lectors are now to blame for the ap- 
pearance of these 15 Exhibit varieties, 
for we should have pointed out to the 
department long ago that the frames 
were pointless exhibits and that what 
would make real exhibits would be the 
proofs, essays, original designs, etc., reg-

of our stamps. Ziegfield had a new edi- 
tion of his Follies every year, but one 
of James Aloysius’ is enough to last 
philately forever. There is no demand 
for a return engagement. And now is as 
good a time as any to demand a de- 
tailed statement of origin of any new

24c 1918 Invert Errors 





Various news reports have reached us 
mentioning that 81 copies of the 24c 
1918 air stamp with inverted center are 
included in the estate of the late Col. 
E. H. R. Green. This figure is incor- 
rect as at present a total of 81 copies 
are all known to exist, and most of them 
are now in other hands and have been 
for years. The Colonel obtained the 
only sheet found, consisting of 100 
stamps, but subsequently 19 copies were 
destroyed when by accident the envelope 
containing the 19 straight-edged copies 
was destroyed with waste paper. The 
Green estate is, however, supposed to 
contain the only plate number block of 
the error.

AUSTRALIA. 

It appears now that the Imprint is 
situated in two positions on the 2d. 
sheets of the issue. 
Some have the Imprint in the lower 
left hand corner of the sheet, while 
others have it at center, bottom. Plate 
numbers (of which four are believed to 
exist for the 2d and one for the 3d and 
9d) are printed on the sheets, but the 
corners bearing them are guillotined 
before distribution to the post offices. 
This has again caused a frantic search 
by collectors for sheets which escape 
this operation and show the plate num- 
bers. Already, several lucky collectors 
have come across these plate numbers, 
which doubtless will be scarce. The 
Post office has not explained why the 
corners are cut off, as this procedure 
seems quite unnecessary and since some 
sheets escape with plate numbers, this 
creates an unhealthy state of affairs, to 
say the least of it.

Nicholas Murray Butler 
Philatelic Trophy 


Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
of Columbia University has lent his 
name to a trophy established by the 
stamp club at the university, Filatelikus, 
the trophy to be awarded the best 
frame of stamps showing original re- 
search, exhibited at the Annual Inter- 
collegiate Philatelic Exhibition held at 
Columbia University, New York. 

Of silver, 28 inches high the trophy 
is rather impressive in appearance, con- 
sisting of a massive column topped by 
three eagles supporting a globe sur- 
mounted by a figure of Victory. Shield- 
shaped plaques on the base provide for 
inscribing the names of winning colleges. 

The next Intercollegiate Exhibition 
will be Feb. 23rd to 26th, 1938, and 
entries may be made from any college in 
the United States, its possessions and 
Canada. It is hoped that this trophy 
will stimulate interest in philately gen- 
erally at colleges, providing incentive 
for clubs to be formed and for others 
to become more active. Though Dr. 
Butler does not collect stamps now, he 
did at one time and it is hoped his name 
will add prestige to the undertaking.

“Then and Now” 





The above is the title of a 44 page 
excellently printed booklet issued by 
Whitfield King & Co., Ipswich, England, 
telling the story in the manner that 
only Fred J. Melville can, of the fa- 
mous firm, established in 1869. Pro- 
fusely illustrated with fine photo-en- 
gravings, the booklet shows the rise of 
the firm to its present plant consisting 
of a building with 150 ft. frontage. 
This was a pioneer firm in “new issues” 
and some interesting details of this part 
of the business are told. One illustra- 
tion is of the famous room papered with 
unused stamps which though completed 
in 1892 is still claimed a beautiful ex- 
hibit. The stamps used were some 61,- 
000, chiefly reprints of various European 
countries, to complete the mosaic a skill- 
ed decorator having spent three months. 
The company’s catalog, well known and 
popular on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, is but one of their publications. The 
37th edition, now current, lists 63,927 
stamps as against the original 1899 edi- 
tion listing 13,811 varieties.

The Philatelic Magazine has just is- 
sued its Stamp Collectors’ Annual and 
Diary for 1938. The book in magazine 
format contains much information of 
current interest. A very thorough list 
of the postal museums of the world with 
details of their contents; an article on 
“The Mystery of Tannou Touva” which 
relates that despite every effort made 
to obtain information, the postal ser- 
vice, if any, its rates, postoffices, etc., 
are apparently not known and letters 
to official Russian sources were not ans- 
wered; a list of “Nationalist Stamps of 
the Spanish Civil War” which includes 
all stamps believed to have been issued 
under some government authority and 
presented as a basic list and guide for 
catalog publishers; a record form for 
recording stamp meetings and stamp 
purchases during 1938 by the collector; 
a list of stamps demonetized and much 
other material. The price of the An- 
nual is one shilling, publishers being 
The Philatelic Magazine, 112 Strand, 
London. 





The Hawaiian Stamp 


Mr. Farley’s Hawaiian stamp has the 
name Hawaii on it, which as a piece of 
description is unusually useful because 
without it some romantic misunder- 
standings and _ political implications 
might be involved. Above the word 
Hawaii is a noble figure on a pedestal, 
handsomely legged and supposedly a 
native chief, but looking every inch a 
Roman emperor. 

To the first glance and even under 
closer inspection he seems to wear the 
Roman toga, tunic, breastplate and hel- 
met. He carries the Roman spear and 
he is giving the Roman, now Fascist, 
salute. If the Italians do not think 
that Mr. Farley is helping Mussolini 
celebrate the 2,000th anniversary of the 
magnificent autocracy of Augustus Caes- 
ar, Roman emperor, it will be be- 
cause that word Hawaii corrects their 
first impression. Even then, they may 
think there is a hidden meaning and 
that it is a very neat bit of hands across 
the sea in fraternal greeting.
